Concorp, Campbell Co., 
Noy. 18th, 1841. 


Brother Sands,— 
I returned from a tour of preaching on my 
way to and from Mount Vernon church, Henry 
Co., on the 4th inst., having been absent 15 days. 
On my way there I visited the Roanoke Asso- 
ciation as a corresponding member from the 
Appomattox. I arrived there on Monday morn- 
ing whilst the Association was 1n scssion, and 
reported myself to the Moderator. He replied 
that the question of continuing the correspond- 
ence was now before the body. It was soon 
after taken up, and discussed until sun down, 
when a proposition was made to postpone the sub- 
ject until the next annual meeting, which was 
agreed to.

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Turte tives Lost ar Niagara FAtus.— According to 
the Buffalo Commercial of Saturday, a boat containing 
three men, went over the Falls of Niagarr on the night of 
Monday, the 22d ult.!| They had started from Schlosser, 
at nine o’cleck, intending to cross over to Hudson's tavern, 
two miles above Chippewa.
